Both measures are said to be 
designed to drain off excess in­ 
come In the hands of Indiv iduals. 
This income, gov ernment experts, 
say, tends to inflation because It 
creates a demand for good« and 
forces prices upward. 
Cut On Payrolls 
Vandenberg said that the treas­ 
ury plan calls for a social secur­ 
ity pay roll tax of 5 percent, one 
half paid by the employer and 
one 
half paid 
by the employe. 
Under present tax law, the tax, 
now one percent on each, adv an­ 
ces automatically a half percent 
on each J anuary 1. 
Meantime, George inv ited Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury 
Morgen- 
thau and his tax experta to ap­ 
pear before the committee, prob­ 
ably on Tuesday, to discuss the 
spending tax theory. 
The tax on spendings, George 
indicated, would be coupled with 
post-war refunds for indiv iduals if 
it is recommended by the treas­ 
ury and adopted. The post-war re­ 
fund would be designed to aid in 
solv ing the anticipated unemploy­ 
ment problem. 
Many Plans Offered 
Many suggestions for a spend­ 
ings tax hav e been adv anced. One 
suggestion has been that a 10 per­ 
cent tax be lev ied on purchases, 
with some exceptions. The indiv i­ 
dual w'ould be giv en a receipt, and 
somo of the money could be re­ 
funded after the war.

SAN FRANCISCO. Aug. 31 — 
Within six days two ships were 
literally torpedoed out from under 
him, yet while he and his com­ 
panions were drifting aimlessly in 
their open boat in the Caribbean 
he methodically directed his men 
to sav e the bits of tin foil around 
their chocolate bars for the U. S. 
scrap driv e. 
This was the laconic story told 
in San Francisco today by Cox­ 
swain Donald Haskell Eaton of 
Meridian, Idaho, who arriv ed at 
the U. S. Nav y armed guard cen­ 
ter on Treasure island. 
His harrowing experience hap­ 
pened last J une but until now 
Eaton has had little time to tell 
his story. 
He carried with him 
the shoe box full of scrap foil 
which he had sav ed in the lifeboat. 
Eaton commanded a Nav y gun 
crew aboard a U. S. merchant 
ship, out of Galv eston. 
In early 
J une an enemy submarine torpe­ 
doed the ship with a loss of fifteen 
men. 
Surv iv ors escaped in life rafts 
and the next day were picked up 
by a conv oy of two English ships 
and sev eral American ones. A few 
days later the ship Eaton waa on 
—loaded with ammunition, TNT, 
powder, tanks and guns—waa at­ 
tacked by another enemy subma­ 
rine.

The successful Allied land ac­ 
tion which frustrated a planned 
J ap effort to storm the allied

This was the laconic story told 
in San Francisco today by Cox­ 
swain Donald Haskell Eaton of 
Meridian, Idaho, who arrived at 
tbs U. 8.

His harrowing experience hap­ 
pened last June but until now 
Eaton has had little time to tell 
his story.

present, which seems reasonable. 
Bad Breath Causes Rejection 
Halitosis is also a cause for re­ 
jection in submarine service which 
I also can understand: If you are 
pooped up in a small space with a 
fellow with bad breath it would 
lead, in my case, to mutiny. 
The Navy stresses vision and 
the Army feet. “ No arches—no 
marches.” 
The greatest consideration, how­ 
ever, in the examination of any 
selectee is the saving of govern­ 
ment money after the war from 
pensions. In this field I see a great 
improvement over the selection in 
the last war, especially of those 
who have tuberculosis. 
In 1917 there were boards set 
up to examine all draftees for 
tuberculosis, but they did their 
work in such an incredibly careless 
way that thousands of men with 
active tuberculosis were accepted. 
They often developed acute symp­ 
toms and broke down before they 
had been in the Army six weeks. 


Those 
who 
developed 
active 
symptoms in France and had to be 
cared for in Army sanitaria cost 
the government millions of dollars. 
Most people even with active tu­ 
berculosis are entirely unaware of 
it and the examination has to be 
very special to detect it when no 
symptoms are present 
When an enlisted man, because 
of physical disability, is found to 
be unfitted for military service he 
is retained in the hospital until his 
condition has reached s point 
where he will no longer be benefit- 
ted by treatment in a military 
hospital. He is then given a Cer­ 
tificate of Disability for Discharge. 
Many are weeded out quite early 
in their military career, the larg­ 
est number within three months. 
Most of these are simply temper­ 
amentally unfitted for military 
life. They » re continuously re­ 
porting for sick call for minor 
complaints, or they have indiges­ 
tion, or their hearts flutter, or 
their backs ache, etc. They are 
much better off in civil life, where 
they 
recover 
with 
surprising 
aplomb. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. : Are thyroid tablets harm­ 
ful in any way if taken with a 
doctor's advice?

the service# do even if the examin­ 
ing doctor doesn't have time to 
explain it to the selectee et the 
moment of examination. 
I heard a new angle the other 
day. A man had appliad tot the 
submarine service and was per­ 
fect physically in every way except 
that he had some dentil bridge 
work which caused them to turn 
him down. He couldn't seem to 
reconcile this with the eternal 
scheme of things, nor could I until 
a Navy medico explained Ie me 
that effective gripping of the 
mouthpiece of the submarine es­ 
cape apparatus, or 'lung," will be 
interfered with if crowns, bridges, 
dentures or even pyorrhoea are 
present, which seems reasonable. 
Rad Breath Causes Rejection 
Halitosis is also a cause for re­ 
jection in submarine service, which 
I also can understand: If you are 
cooped up in a small space with a 
fellow with bad breath it would 
lead, in my case, to mutiny. 
The Navy stresses vision and 
the Arm? feet: “No arches—no 
marches.” 
The greatest consideration, how­ 
ever, in the examination of any 
selectee is the saving of govern­ 
ment money after the war from 
pensions. In this field I see a great 
improvement over the selection in 
the last war, especially of those 
who have tuberculosis. 
In 1917 there were boards set 
up to examine all draftees for 
tuberculosis, but they did their 
work in such an incredibly careless 
way that thousands of men with 
active tuberculosis were accepted. 
They often developed acute symp­ 
toms and broke down before they 
had been in the Army six weeks. 


Those who developed active 
symptoms in France and had to be 
cared for in Army sanitaria cost 
the government millions of dollars. 
Most people even with active tu­ 
berculosis are entirely unaware of 
it and the examination has to be 
very special to detect it when no 
symptoms are present 
When an enlisted man, because 
of physical disability, is found to 
be unfitted for military service he 
is retained in the hospital until hit 
condition has reached a point 
where he will no longer be benefit­ 
ted by treatment in a military 
hospital. He is then given a Cer­ 
tificate of Disability for Discharge. 
Many are weeded out quite early 
in their military career, the larg­ 
est number within three months. 
Moat of these are simply temper­ 
amentally unfitted for military 
life. They are continuously re­ 
porting for sick call for minor 
complaints, or they have indiges­ 
tion, or their hearts flutter, or 
their hades ache, ete. They are 
much better off in civil life, where 
they 
recover 
with 
surprising 
aplomb. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F.: Are thyroid tablets harm­ 
ful in any way if taken with a 
doctor’s advice?
